ITO BE CQKTIXC EDJ 


Constant Warfare on Noxious Growths 
Is One Sacrifice That Must Be 
Made for Civic Beauty. 

Where Is our spirit of civic pride? 
One wonder* when piiMHing to the end 
of any Important uvenuc or street In 
tho cBy. Vacant lot* cun be found 
with u reckless wilderness of weeds. 

For a while there seemed to be a 
natural spirit of pride, beautifully ex- 
pressed lu certain suburban section*, 
where the home owner* are nulllclently 
well endowed wlih eurthly poKsesalona 
to curry Into poetic effect the Idea 
heauilful. When we look over theso 
self-same garden spot* of curly spring 
there is nn unconscious feeling »f de- 
spair creeping into the heart. 

Weeds nro most unntlrurtive. In 
their virgin days, wltji their appealing 
sheen of green, they offered a seduc- 
tive lure to the eye. 

Tho veriest weed, so to speak, pos- 
sesM-x some claim to natural beauty 
^ Id the day* of spring. 

But In the autumn of tho year weeds 
grow strong, they yield only an utnms- 
| phere of danger. They are guunt nnd 
gray and du*i-laden.

Uncut weeds braed 
disease. 

Wo would venture to s:iy that If 
Ihe cn*e* «if hay fever In iho elty wero 
reported, i lie general public would not 
believe U. yet lid* most uncomforta- 
ble of auluiumil uHllcilon* la due. to 
a great extent, to Hie wueds of sum- 
mer growth. 

The great tronhle with most of us Is 
thut. we start In the early days of 
spring tilled with ambition nnd with 
expectation* of whnt tbe garden may 
be made to yield In ilie later day*. 
After the miniature crop has been gar- 
nered we become neglectful. We per- 
mit tho wood crop to lutrvcKt Itself. 
Vuciiii! bus flaunt their jungle of 
weeds, and unconsciously we suffer lu 
! consequence. 

If there i* a law severe enough it 
should be applied. If the owner of u 
vucunt lot. or the owner of n back 
yurd lm* not sufficient civic pride to 
i cut the weeds, then tho powers of Iho 
department of police or of public 
health should be Invoked nnd the pur- 
poso of tho law bo made effective.—

A spotless block In every ward of the 
city, to serve a* a model to household- 
ers ln the ward, will be striven for by 
I the Civic club this winter. Hie Phila- 
delphia North American states. Tho 
suggestion, which has been evolved la 
. an effort to assist the department of 
1 public works to clean up the city, le 
indorsed hy the newly formed munici- 
pal street cleaning campaign commit- 
tee. 

The plan, ns proponed hy Mr*. Imo- 
gen? Oakley of the Civic club. Is Hint 
each ward brunch of the Civic club 
shall select a block which It will super- 
vise. A committee of women will visit 
repeatedly nil ihe householders In th« 
model block und get their promise not 
to throw papers or waste Into tho 
street : to keep nsh nnd rubbish boxes 
clean nnd covered, and to aid In all 
possible ways to keep that block clean 
and sanitary. 

The department of public works will 
co-operate by instructing tho street 
cleaners nnd gnrbage collectors to givo 
special attention to thut block, and by 
providing receptacles for waste. If tho 
object lesson In street denning Is suc- 
cessful. It will bo extended to other 
blocks In the ward. 

Native Trees Are Best. 

Many people have the decidedly mis- 
taken Iden that the only trees worth 
haying nnd setting out aro tho more or 
less expensive* shrubs or evergreen* 
which nro not native to most sections 
of tlie country. The Idea of paying; 
out gmxl money for a pine or u blrc.lt 
or n maple seems to go against tho 
grain. 

A* a matter of fact there nro many 
places where such trees are to bo hnd 
for tho trouble of digging Uicrn up and 
transplanting them, but even this I* 
considered too high a price. Ami yet 
for many purpose* pine* and maples 
aro a* good trees ns cun be hud, and 
there Is nothing listed In tho cata- 
logue* more beautiful uml graceful 
Hum n w oll-cnred-for group of white 
birches. 

Coif Course* for Cities. 

Though Hip Idea Is ono of the new- 
est In municipal nffnlni, there are al- 
ready 2fl cities which have established 
golf course* for tbe benefit of their 
citizens nnd thnnsts, and a miffldent 
number of other* aro preparing to take 
tho stop to Justify tho expectation that 
the total will soon bo half a hundred 
or more.
